Walker Arrested 


In San Antonio 
For MissingFunds 


John D. Walker, Former 
Georgia Banker, to Re- 
sist Extradition. 


Sparta, Ga., October 8.—John D. 
Walker, former Georgia banker and 


prominent in church circles, jointly 
indicted with Robert Holmes on ac- 


count of the disappearances from 
the vault of the First National bank 
of Sparta of the city’s sinking fund 
of $20,000 in government and mu- 
nicipal bonds, has been arrested by 
authorities in San Antonio, Texas, 
according to Judge James B. Park, 
of the Ocmulgee circuit, 

The information, Judge Park said, 
first came to Solicito: -General 
Campbell by telegram and also an- 
nounced that Walker would resist 
extradition. A hearing has been set 
before the governor of Texas next 
Monday. 

Walker was for several years the 
president of a chain of banks in 
central and middle Georgia, a mem- 


ber of the Georgia legislature and a. 


leading churchman of the state. 

Nearly three years ago Walker 
disappeared and nothing was known 
of his whereabouts until recently, 
when it was reported that he was 
at San Antonio, Texas. After his 
disappearance several of the banks 
of which he was president closed 
their doors. During his absence he 
Is reported to have gone abroad. 

Friends here of the former bank- 
er, it was reported here today, ex- 
pect to be heard through attorneys 
before Governor Hardwick in ob- 
jection to the granting of requisi- 
tion upon the Texar governor. The 
contention of Wali<er’s friends is 
that the indictment is vold because 
it was returned by a state court in 
a matter that the United States 
court Is claimed to have exclusive 
jurisdiction. 

Should Walker’s extradition be 
effected he will be arraigned for 
trial at the September adjourned 
term of Hancock superi cgurt on 
November 7. Judge Park assertéd

Mrs. Bennie Hudson will go on trial 


before Judge R. C. Bell in superior 
court here Monday morning for the 
same crime which last Wednesday 
resulted in her husband, Glenn 
Moore Hudson, being convicted and 
sentenced to death—the slaughter 
of the woman’s two young sons. 
Robert and Isaiah Temple, aged 10 
and 4. 

B. C. Gardner, solicitor-genetal of 
the Albany circuit, will conduct 
the prosecution of the accused 
woman, while she will be defended 
by J. Weiss Kieve and Walter H. 
Beckham. Her attorneys were ap- 
pointed by the court after her con- 
stant refusal to have anything to 
do with selection of counsel, 

The trial comes as the second 
chapter in the most remarkable 
and at the same time most puzzling 
case which southern Georgia has 
known for years. Mrs. Hudson was 
jointly fndicted with her husband 
for the crime which was committed 
by someone on the morning of July 
12, last. and by agreement the cases 
were tried separately, the state 
electing to try that of the man 
first. His trial began last Mon- 
day and the verdict of guilty, with- 
out recomm: dation for mercy, wa: 
delivered the following Wednesday 
The date of his execution was set 
for November 18, 

Interest Keen in Woman’s Trial. 

There is even more interest in 
the case of Mrs. Hudson than at- 
tended upon that of her husband. 
Since it is popularly believed that 
much sensational evidence having 
to do with the situation will devel- 
op was excluded as immaterial and 
irrelevant in the former trial. 

Robert and Isaiah Temple were 
found dead in the rough little 
Shanty in which the family lived. 
two miles from Albany, on the 
morning of July 12. Witnesses tes- 
tified that two shots were heard 
fired early that morning, between 
daylight and broad sunrise. Others 
swore that shortly after the two 
Hudsons were seen to climb into 2 
buggy and drive rapidly toward Al- 
bany. All the evidence introduced 
in the case of Hudson was circum- 
stantial, and the same wil! apply to 
the hearing of the woman. 

Accuses Her Husband. 

While Hudson has maintained 
rather a stout reticence throughout 
his arrest and trial, declaring only 
on one occasion, it is alleged, that 
his wife is guilty of the crime, she 
has repeatedly asserted that Hud- 
son is the criminal.. The testimony 
introduced by Hudson’s defense. 
however, attempted to cast a sus- 


picion on other characters known 
to have frequented the farm, char- 


in the man’s conviction. 

T. M. Skipper, agent from whom 
the Hudson acres are rented on the 
share system, is one who has been 
assailed as a possible conspirator 
for the children’s death. This the- 
ory is based on the alleged illicit 
relations between Mrs. Hudson and 
Skipper and the possibility that the 
pair might have wished to rid 
themselves of Hudson by entan- 
gling him in the toils of the law 
through the murder. Shep Bruno, 
a negro farm hand, has also been 
indirectly implicated in testimony 
and arguments, the theory here, 
however, leant:.g to tue belief that 


‘he was employed to do the deed.

ment.

“Inherent in System.” 

“In making this statement.“ he 
said, “I do not intend . any reflec- 
tion upon any persons or official 
connected with the system. I do 
not think the fault has been per- 
3 inherent in the system 
tself.” 

_ References to the peonage situ- 
ation, which ‘arose during the lat- 
ter part of Governor Hugh M. Dor- 
sey’s term, marked the first of 
Mardwick’s address. He based his 
remarks on the subject of alleged 
“criticism of the recent past,” and 
asserted that “a few words in de- 
fense .of Georgia people from one 
who knows them thoroughly and 
loves them well may not be amiss.” 

In distussing the financial condi- 
tion of the state, the governor as- 
serted that the deficit on December 
31 will be less than either he or his 
predecessor, expected. 

“When I was inaugurated govez- 
nor of Georgia, on June 25, 1921, it 
was conceded by all that the state 
treasury was not only threatened 
with but was actually facing a heavy 
deficit. Governor Dorsey stated the 
amount of this deficit to be slightly 
over $3,000,000, My own estimate 
was a little higher than his. 

“It has now transpired, however, 
that the deficit wil] be somewhat 
less on December 31 next than eith- 
er of us figured, for the reason that 
property taxes due the state fell 
only about $400,000 below the esti- 
mate on which the appropriations 
had been based, instead of $1,000,000 
below it. as both Governor Dorsey 
and I had estimated, on figures fur- 
nished us both by the tax officers 
of the state. 8 
Still, the deficit is approximately 
$2,500,000, that figure being the ex- 
cess of the appropriation to Jan- 
uary 1, 1922, over and above the 
revenue accruing to the state by 
that date. 

Economy Policy. 

“It will naturally suggest itself 
to you as it did to me, that the best 
way to accomplish the result was to 
reduce expenses, particularly .at a 
time when the burdens of the tax- 
payer were already heavier than he 
could bear, but you must remember 
that we are dealing with appropria- 
tlons already made by previous leg- 
islatures; and when we came to the 
question of reducing these appro- 


\priations we found that it was prac- 
tically impossible, in almost every 


case, because rights of third persons 
had intervened and moral dhd con-

Branding the all- cotton farm as 
a, “dangerous proposition” for farm- 
érs during the readjustment period, 
the State College of Agriculture, un- 


der the direction of Dr. Andrew M. 
Soule, president, has prepared a 
new farming program for the Pied- 
mont section of Georgia designated 
to. eontinue. cotton as the chief. 
‘fimancial.crop,; yet promoting dtver- 
sification on such a scale as to 
Place every farm on a practical 
self-sustaining basis. 
Through purchases moe outside 
the state each year for food 24 
stu tfs,-approximately 180,000. ye 
000 Are @xpended. in order that 
may retrieve its ‘Tosser 
caused by’ ravages of the boll wer- 
vil, Dr. Soule Saturday stated that 
the new system will enable farm- 
ers to raise all the necessary prod- 
ucts within its borders. 

“The necessity of making radical’ 
changes,” said the president, “in 
our farm practice to meet the men- 
ace of the Doll weevil is self-evi- 
dent. To this end, we have worked 
out, through co-operative effort of 
the college staff, a program adapt- 

for use in Piedmont section. The 
an affords the only practical ‘'sO- 
ution of the problems with which 
we are confronted.” 
No Radieal Departure. 

A radical departure from the 
present methods of farming is op- 
posed by the state college. and the 
new cropping system is a modifi- 
cation “rather than a complete re- 
visioh” it was stated. While no 
announcement was made, it was in- 
dicated that a similar program will 
be prepared for other sections of 
the state. 

After revealing interesting fig- 
ures relative to the amount of food 
the average adult Georgian con- 
sumes annually, the college bulletin 
outlines a series of farm mainte- 
nance cropping systems for plan- 
tations of different sizes and ex- 
isting circumstances and conditions 
are theh explained. 

“The boll weevil in its onward 

arch across the cotton belt,” reads 
the statement, has at last reached 
the Piédmont section of Georgia.

Numerous modifications will 
suggest themselves to anyone who 
attempts to plan a system to provide 
for his .own farm needs an- to fit 
his soil and market conditions, but 
provisions for the maintenance of 
the farm should come first. 

Cash Crops.

Aside 
trot the Pativel few farmers 
Wwhd can ollow A highly special- 
ized form of live stock. fruit or 
truck farming, cotton must be de- 
pended upon as the chief cash crop. 
Th acreage per plow will, of 
course, have to be reduced so more 
time will be available to fight the 
boll weevil. Just#ihow much cot- 
ton a man should! grow will de- 
pend upon his soil and upon the 
amount of labor he has available. 
This point should be kept in mind 
in connection with the detailed 

plans which are suggested. 

“That portion of the farm remain- 
ing after the desired amounts of 
cotton and maintenance crops are 
provided for will be devoted to oth- 
er cash crops. The choice of these 
will be governed by soil type, by 
market facilities, the probaiile price 
at harvest time and my the’ ability 
of the farmer and his labor. 

„For the most part, those crops 
which are well known, such as 
corn, oats and wheat, should be 
grown. There is an established 
market for them, and the necessary 
equipment for growing and harvest- 
111 is available in every commu- 
nity. 

“In some parts of the Piedmont 
séction, sweet potatoes are proving 
to be a proftable cash crop. In at 
least one locality, the sorghum syr- 
up industry is being developed. In 
the sandy soils, peanuts may prove 
a profi le crop. North Carolina 
and Alabama are growing soy 
beans. They have net been grown 
to any great extent as a cash crop. 
in the Piedmont section of Geor- 
gia, but the crop is suggested as a 
possibility. 

“Alfalfa hay as a cash crop fs 
another possibility on the best 
soils. High freight rates gives the 
Georgia farmer a décided advan- 
tage over the western farmers in 
marketing hay. Broomcorn has 
been suggested as a possibdilitv. The 
crop is not widely known in the 
Piedmont ;section, but it is worth 
considering. Near the lerger cities 
and towns, truck crops find a 
ready sale, but require special solls 
and considerable knowledge ‘of a 
great variety of crops. “A flock 
of at least seventy-five hens 18 
suggested for all wo- mine farms. 

Yield Must Be Large. 

“In deciding upon the crops to 
supplement cotton, one very im- 

ortant point should not be over- 
ooked. In order to be profitable, 
a considerable quantity of any crop 
must be grown. If hay is sold, it 
must be baled. Wheat, oats and 
beans must be harvested and 
threshed. Owners of hay presses 
or threshing machines will not set 
up for small acreages. ig easier 
to market any commodity if one 
has enough to interest the mayer: 
but the man who has onl 11 
quantity often cannot dis Ses 2 it.

Plans for Hog and Crop Farm. 

The lack of fences is a handicap 
to the growing of hogs in the Pied- 
mont section. This sectdon can not 
compete with the south Georgia or 
the corn belt in hog production un- 
less the natural advantages are; 
utilized to the utmost. That means 
that the hogs must be grown chief- 
ly on permanent pasture and graz- 
ing crops. 

“Alfalfa is one of the best per- 
manent pasture crops for the Pied- 
ont section. It has a longer graz- 
ing period than any other crop and 
has a higher feeding _—e than most 
other crops used permanent 
pasture. Every — 9 should 
also have a Bermuda grass pasture 
with lespedeza and bur clover for 
use when the alfalfa needs a rest. 
Grazing Crops for Hogs. 

“The grazing. crop system should 
he as simple as possible so as not 
to require fencing and seeding of 
too many small patches. But until 
the main fields of the farm are 
fenced, it is essential that there be 
a few small fields provided for 
grading purposes. There are many 
crops suitable for grazing, among 
which are soy beans, cowpeas, velvet 
beans, peanuts, corn, oats, wheat, 
marley rape and sorghum. 
“The tables below gives a crop- 
ping plan for the farm which keeps 
two sows as an additional source 
cf income, depending chiefly on cot- 
ton and other crops for cash in- 
come. Owing to the present finan- 
cial conditions, there are doubtless 
many who although wanting to get 
a start with hogs, are unable to go 
in on a. large scale.

“Cowpeas, soy beans, ‘velvet beans 
or peanuts should be grown in the 
corn, and when possible, cover crops 
should be put in for soil improve-:

“This plan provides for the main- 
tenance of the farm, feed for two 
sows and their progeny, estimated 
at twenty pigs, and twelve actes of 
cotton, five. acres of surplus oats 
and five and one-half acres of some 
Sixty-three 
acres of cultivated land are required, 
This is considerably more than ‘the 
average Piedmont two-mule farm 
now has, but with five acres in 
crops to be grazed and the cotton 
acreage reduced to twelve, it is be- 
lieved this much can be taken care 
of. The plau as outlined is intend- 
ed to be suggestive of possibilities 
for the farmer of limited means get- 
ting a start in the hog business. In 
adapting it to individual farms, 
numerous modifications will suggest 
themselves.

“The great majority 
of us must of necessity—financial ne- 
cessity—be content with smaller 
amounts, although the enterprise is 
one in which unlimited capital can 
be used.”

Statewide Body to Combat 
White Plague Formed at 
Meetings Here. 


To fight tuberculosis in a sys- 
tematic and effective manner, the 
Georgia Tuberculosis association 
was organized Friday and Satur- 
day. Working in conjunction with 
approximately 40 civic, public wel- 
fare and state health organizations, 
it is prepared to decrease this dis- 
ease in orgia. ~ 

During the two days’ convention 
the association held here to com- 
pletely organize itself, representa- 
tives of every public health and 
welfare organization in Atalnta at- 
tended and pledged their co-opera- 
tlon.« Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, secre- 
tary of the state board of health, 
also offered the co-operation of the 
state government. 

Wight Starts in Cities. 

The fight which the association 
will wage with tne co-operation of 
the various correlated organizations 
will commence in the cities of the 
In the cities the disease is 
more prevalent and organization is 
more easily effected and applied 
than in the rural sections of the 
state. Following intensified organ! 
zation in the cities, a state-wide 
plan to take in all rural sections 
will be inaugurated. 

The financial basis of the asso- 
ciation was established at the con- 
vention here. Those in charge of 
the Raoul foundation agreed to co- 
operate with the association, in fact 


„[to direct their fight against the 


white plague through the associa- 
ciation, and stabilize the associa- 
tion financially by incorporating 
the Raoul foundation in the asso- 
ciation. The Raoul foundation, 
which was made possible by the 
late Captain W. G. Raoul’s ft of 
$50,000 in 1913, marked the begin- 
ning of organized warfare with tu- 
berculosis. 

To finance the association, money 
will also be obtained by private, 
civic and state contributions and 
general membership dues. During 
the convention here about 100 peo- 
ple joined the association.

The credit manager is not in a 
fortified position to ask a pros- 
pective customer, in excellent credit 


| standing, for a financial statement, 


although in many instances where 

he has the backbone to make the 

request they are readily granted. 
He does, however, expect to re- 


|} ceive figures and other data from 


the merchant who has a blank 
rating and who is reported slow 
pay. 

In asking for a financial state- 
ment the letter should be short, 
courteous and with no excuse of- 
fered for making the request. The 
assumption should be that a credit 
granter is entitled to a financial 
statement and that a credit seeker 
will be willing to furnish the in- 
formation. 

Excuses very frequently produce 
exactly the opposite effect to what 
is desired. It is the practice of the 
credit department of a representa- 
tive manufacturer to ask for a 
financial statement as follows: 

“We are very — to receive from 
vou an item of 
ing, which appears to be the first 
time we have had the opportunity 
of serving you. We would ask, 
therefore, that you kindly -furnish 
us with the customary financial 
statement for our confidential 
files. Again thanking ydu for the 
order and anticipating: the pleasure 
of serving you regularly, We are 


Credit is undoubtedly a very sen- 
sitive point to a few merchants and 
they resent any inquiry regarding 
their standing, notwithstanding 
that they have always paid their 
bills promptly. But in the majority 
of instances, when merchants be- 
come offended, it is because they 
cannot make a favorable stateme 
or furnish aecengable reference and 
assume an injuréd attitude to bluff 
the credit manager. 

A credit granter is entitled to a 
financial statement especially in a 
doubtful case, and should not be 
coerced into opening the account 
through fear of losing the order.

TEXT AND PRETEXT 
M. ASHBY JONES 
SPORT OR SPORTSMAN 


One of the most popular expres- 
sions current on the lips today is 
“Oh! be a sport.” Why not be a 


sportsman? There is a vital dis- 
tinction. At the risk of being in- 
dicted for playing with words, I 
insist that this elimination of the 
last tene is nothing less than 
the subtraction of the element of 
manhood from the game. I quite 
understand that originally sport“ 
was only an abbreviation for 
“sportsman,” but words have their 
subtle influence. At least it sug- 
ests the question whether this 
abit of abbreviation in speech is 
not the revolution of a tendency 
to be satisfied with a diminutive 
ideal—to substantiate a mani&in 
for a man, 

That there is an increasingly 
large number of our people becom- 
ing interested in games is a sig- 
nificant soctal development. What 
is more significant is that the over- 
whelming number are more inter- 
ested in who wins than in the game 
itself. They are nearly always 
spectators, not players. They are 
partisans of other people who play. 
They are “backing,” not the game, 
put just one side of the game. The 
dominant element of interest here 
is “my side to win.” Whether “my 
side“ ts my college or “my side” 
because my money is on that side, 
the emotional interest is all cen- 
tered on who wins. 

A Distinction With a Difference. 
And here I would make my ot 
tinction. The “sport” is one who is 


rimarily interested in wh@ wins. 
he “sportsman” is one who is 
rimarily interested in the game’ 
tself. The sportsman is essential- 
ly a player, whether he ie playin 
or 8 u game, His e 
emotional interest is good play 
pluck, skill, 
Even if he is a spectator he: 80 
loses himself in the spirit of the 
game that he dashes “around left 
end” with the halfback, or “steals 
second“ with the runner, though his 
body ee a seat in the grand- 
stand, despite the fact that 
85 A is college to win, he 
finds himself spontaneously cheer- 
ing some deed of daring skill by 
one of the opponents’ team.

You 
can respect professionals who are 
paid to play, because they 
value for the money received.

TO CURTAIL FIRE LOSS. 

President Harding has officially 
asked the American people to ob- 
serve October 10, tomorrow, as 
Fire Prevention Day, his action 
being in conformity with a cus- 
tom of several years’ standing in 
some parts of the country, by 
which the anniversary, or a day 
near the anniversary, of the great 
Chicago fire, of 1871, is set apart 
for the encouragement of fire pre- 
vention measures and policies. 

But without reference to the 
Chicago catastrophe of fifty years 
ago, the enormous fire losses an- 
nually occurring in this country, 
most of them due to carelessness 
and to easily preventable causes, 
constitute more than sufficient 
justification for concerted action 
in behalf of a curtailment of the 
fire hazard. 

According to the best available 
statistics, fire last year caused 
losses aggregating more than 
$500,000,000 worth of property and 
cost thousands of human lives. 

It also caused a diminution of 
our timeber resources by approx- 
imately $85,000.000 worth of a 
commodity of which the country 
stands in great need: and those 
figures pertain only to the logs 
of trees and lumber, not taking 
into account the loss of settlers’ 
improvements, of live stock. of 
wild game animals, etc., within 
‘he fireswept forest areas. 

Fire Prevention Day is to be the 
beginning of Fire Prevention 
Week—six days dedicated to the 
cause of fostering and encourag- 
ing precautionary .measures and 
habits.

The suc- 
cess of such homely plays as ‘The 
Old Homestead,’ ‘Shore Acres’ and 
Tork State Folks,’ proves that it is 
not necessary for a theatrical man- 
ager to appeal to the sensual in or- 
der to win success. On the contra- 
ry, itis becoming harder and harder 
every year for the noisy. limb show

in One Place, All Victims of Bandits—Wilds Never 


Before Looked on By U. S. Citizens Are Opened. 


T'a Lang is a shien town 
and there is an interesting legend of the 
Place, which says that once upon a time 
there were only women in Talang and 
finally .one man and his son came over the 
mountains, and the present population. are 
their descendants. This littie verse is 
copied on the wall of our room: “In the 
high mountains, springs pure water, in the 
beautiful flowers bloom, but from 
T’a Lang come beautiful women.“ I have 
evolyed a system of character writting by 
which I take fifty new characters daily.

ARCH 2. 1921— This place is Hsia P'a 

P'ien and the room in which we are 
stopping is also used for the family wor- 
ship chamber. While we were waiting for 
Supper the man of the house came in and 
lighted his incense before the family scrolls 
and then solemnly beat a gong to let the 
spirits know that he had done his part of 
the bargain and retired. | 

March 11, 1921 — After Ahe Hsien Kuon 
left last night we had a terrible storm. It 
thundered and lightened and then hailed, and 
after that the wind and rain came. What, 
rain it was. It came through the roof in 
sheets. I just put my poncho over my bed 
and went to sleep. During “the hail storm 
when pieces of ice half as big as hen eggs 
were coming through the roof, the cook and 
Chu took refuge finder the table and from 
there globmily declared that we would all 
be killed. 

March 13, 1921 — Arrived in Moe Pei at 
about 3 o’clock after a five-days’ trip through 
the mountains. The trail is much wilder now 
aud it begins to look really like a savage 
country. The people here are a stupid Ist. 
Their intelligence is about equal to a 10- 
year-old chill’s. Foreigners are very scarce 
and every place we stop becomes the gati- 
ering place for all people, who can get in 
from the surrounding country.

The boy is 
terrified at the thought of black magic that 
is reported to be practiced by them. He 
warned me most seriously about them and 
told me some interesting tales of the unwary 
traveler who had in some way angered them 
and had been bewitched by them. One of 


their common practices is to put fruit on 


the trail and if the traveler should eat the 
fruit and- not carefully put money to pay 
for it where the fruit was, he is sure to 
be bewitched. This is one of the .many 
stories I heard and it makes a very creepy 
feeling go up and down one's spine here 
in the soft, dark night, 

March 18, 1921— The boy came up about 
tiffin time saying that there were supposed 
to be about thirty tu fei ahead that the 
had been seen by some carriers to the front 
of us. We got our ammunition and went 
ahead as we didn't have too much faith in 
rumors, but on arriving at Chi Hu about 4 
o'clock, we found that the bandits had come 
in this morning and had killed one of the 
local people and threatened to kill them all 
and burn the place unless $1,000 was handed 
over to them. Soméd travelers, who had Seon 
us on the road behind, told them that two 
foreigne’s and about 500 soldiers were com- 

ing and they had better 
run for it, which they did.

March 24, 1924-— At last we have actually 


seen and talked with some real live pirates. - 


The boy came in last night with a story of 
T’u Feis ahead of us, and as we had heard 


the cry of “wolf” so many times we laughed . 


at him. The soldiers’ wére all for taking a 
side road to Non Chien and told the most 
extravagant stories of the varying advan- 
tages of the two trails; everything, ac- 
cording to their Story, being in favor of the 
side trail, so this morning we designated 
four men to act as a point and suppert 
Everything went peace- 
fully until we came very close to Hsiu Kai, 
when the soldiers began asking about the 
pirates. Upon hearing that they had actual- 
ly been seen (report varied as to the num- 
bers from thirty to fifty), we had a meeting 
and finally told them we'd go right ahead. 


On arriving in Hsiu Kai, I was behind the 


major as a support, when I saw one of the 
soldiers trying to put a shell in his rifle. 
The rifle was in such a condition of shaki- 
ness that he couldn’t get it in and upon a 
growl from the major he went forward 
shouting “Yang Kuan,” meaning foreign of- 
ficials.

It was the lure of the circus—the tug 
that every boy feels when a show comes to 
town—that started me on my career ae @ 
collector of wild animals. I use the word 
collector rather than hunter, because hunt- 
ing gives the idea of killing and. im my bas- 
iness, a dead animal is no animal at all: In 
fact, the mere hunting ef the animal was 
simply the beginning of my work, and the 
task of capturing them uninjured was far 
more thrilling than standing at a. distanee 
and pulling a trigger. And them when an- 
mals were safely in the net or stockade, 
came the job of taking them back throug? 
the jungle to the port where they could be 
sold. It was often a case of continuous 
performance until I stood on the dock and 
saw the boats steam away with the cages 
aboard. And I wasn’t toe sure of the sue- 
cess of my expedition even then, because 
the animals I had yanked from the jungle 
might die before they reached their destina- 
tion. 

I was nedrly seventeen when the circus 
came to Binghamton, N. Y., where 1 was 
living with my parents. That day I joined 
some other bovs in playing hookey from 
school, and we earned our passes by car- 
rying water for the animals. “That night, 
when the cireus left town, I stowed away 
in a wagon. 

The next morning, in Elmira, I shewed 
up at the menagerie bright and early. In 
Buffalo I was told to see the boss—the 
head property man—and I went, trembling 
for fear he was going to send me back 
nome. Instead, he told me that I might 
have the jeb ef praperty-boy, whieh would 
give me $25 a month, my meals and a place 


to sleep—if I could "find one. 

Since those early days in the cireus, I’ve 
becn. around the world many times, and 
I've seen all sorts of men, living and work- 
ing in all sorts of conditions, but Fre never 
found a harder life than that of property- 
boy, unless, perhaps, it’s that of a Malay 
prisoner. Sometimes I wonder how I stood 
it and why I liked it. But 1 did stand it 
and, what's more, I loved it so much that 
I persuaded the boss to keep Me on when 
we went into winter quarters. 

My” greatest interest was in thé animals, 
especially the elephants. In-my spare mo- 
ments—they were mighty few and far be- 
tween—I talked with the keepers and learn- 
ed from them many things about the care 
of animals. 

My desire to learn all there was to know 
about animals was the main reason why 
I cultivated the acquaintance and friendship 
of Gaylord.e He was an expert anima] man 

probably the best informed in the busi- 
ness—and had been P. T. Barnum’s confi- 
dential agent for years. It was Gaylord 
who negotiated with the Siamese officials 
for one of the famous white elephants of 
Siam. 

During many long voyages I spent much 
of the time With him, listening to his steries 
of experiences with animals. I had many 
nuestions te ask and Gaylord, whose fund 
of information was inexhaustible, always an- 
swered them and told me more besides. 

A few days after we arrived at Singapore, 
he said: “Do you want to come with me 
while I buy some animals.” Naturally, 1 
jumped at the chance. We went to the house 
of Mahommed Ariff, the Malay dealer who 
held a monopoly on the animal trade. He 
was squatted in the center of his courtyard, 
surrounded by cages containing the animals 
brought im from the jungle by his native 
agents. He was a wicked eld devil and a 
man had only to glance at him to be con- 
vinced of the fact. 

He greeted us cordially, for he had done 
business many times with Gaylord, and we 
sat down with him to talk animals. His 
religion was “to do all Europeans,” but he 
could not help being honest with us. If any 
man kneyw the value of animals, it was Gay- 
lord, an old Mahemmed Ariff was well 
aware of the fact. That day we bought a 
tiger, several monkeys and a pair of leopards. 

Several times during our stay in Singa- 
pore I went to see Mahommed Ariff. He 
spoke a little English and he was usually 
willing to talk with me, hoping, perhaps, 
that we would buy more animals. From him 
1 learned something ef the work of collect- 
ing as it was dene on the Malay Archipelago, 
although I had no idea, at that time, ef 
entering the business. But when by hard 
work and careful saving I had managed to 
vocumulate more than $8,000, I was happy 
to head northward. I returned to New York 
by way of London. 

Since leaving Singapore I had been think- 
ing constantly of becoming a dealer in ani- 
mais. The more E considered the idea, the 
more it appealed to me.

Tre was in April, 1887, that I left New 
York on the steaniship Glen@errie. I out- 
fitted in London while we lay over there. 

When I reached Singapore I began at 
once to learn the Malay language, which is 
spoken with some variations of dialect 
throughout the Arehipelago. 

I called on Mahommed Ariff every day 
and learned as much. as possible about the 
ways and means by. which he carried on his 
business. Myvéntually I proposed to him that 
he let me act as his agent in interviewing the 
eaptains of some of the Boats that called at 
the port. He agreed to my plan, but there 
was a. quick falling out. 

For the time being. all deals with Ma- 
hommed Ariff Me N ef course, and so I 
had to look elsewhere for business. I in- 
duced a Malay hadji, who had made a pil- 
grimage to Mecca, to take me to his home 
at Palembang, in the Island of Sumatra. The 
vision of securing more business, without 
being robbed constantly by Mahommed Ariff, 
brought him around to my. proposition, and 
we went together to the Dutch consul gen- 
eral in Singapore. I told the consul general 
my plans, and, after I had presented ref- 
erences from the bank, he gave me a pass- 
port and a personal letter to the Dutch resi- 
dent at Palembang. Then the old hadi and 
1 started off for Sumatra 

A native eamre running to the hadji’s 
house one day with the news tbat he had 
seen a dig snake. 

Before we went out for the snake, I told 
each man what he was to do, explaining 
carefully how I intended to

Tien the snake constricted suddenly, break 
ing nearly every bone in the man’s body 
and erushing the life out of him instantly. 

The head-nedse had been sitpped farther 
dow? than I wanted, and was giving his: head 
‘@esuring the men that he 
eould do no mere harm. Ttéok 3 of them with 
me. we grabbed . the snake's neck. He tassed 
us &beut, and we had several minutes ot ex- 
citing work before we got the head into the 
ens of the crate When the rope was. se- 
cured we fastened another rope about the 
middle of him, 

The snake lashed anus knocking seve. 
eral of the natives. dawn. Stationing a er 
of men at the tail-rope ta slacken it as we 
moved forward, I teak the others to the crate 
and set them at pulling on the middle rope. 
As we dragged the python forward he coiled 
in the erate; then when he was half in, we 
secured the middle rape and head-repe to 
trees, passed the tail-repe through the crate 
and dragged the tail in. | 

In Singapere I found an agent of Cross, 
of Liverpoel, and sold the snake to him for 
$300 (Mexiean), whieh was considered a 
banner price. I was glad to have the oppor- 
tunity ef making myself known to the agent, 
because I foresaw future commissions. He, 
like many others, was tired of doing business 
with Mahommed Ariff, who took every pos- 
sible advantage of his customers, and he was 
pleased to find a white man in the field of 
colleeting. 

We reerated the python and shipped him 
off te Liverpool, after fecding him twelve 
ducks each day for five days. With that 
stomachful he could last out the entire voy- 
age and arrived in England with a coed 
appetite. 

The hadji’'s nephew, Ali. became my de- 
voted servant. He was about twenty years 


old and far mom intelligent than the aver- 
age; also he was brave and resourceful—

I warned 
all these who had not been 
given work ta do to stand 
back out ot tle way and not 
to approach unless we 
needed’ them. ~With bamboo 
poles ws proddad the snake at 
the head and tail, standing by 
with the noosea, ready to slip 
them on when he stirred suf- 
ficiently. Before be realized 
what was happening, we had 
the head noose over him. The 
instant he felt. the ropa 
tighten he was awake!

When that 
building was completed it was one of the 
few company-owned buildings in the country 
devoted exclusively to telephone purposes, 
and the switchboard was the largest common 
multiple switchboards which had 
been installed in the southern @tates up until 
that time.

HE is quite the most fascinating popular. 


person in all Paris—this queen of ‘the 

song and dance, Mistinguette. 

—where she is admitted to de the successor of 

the. gay, seductive Gaby Deslys, whose 

charm, as all the world knows, wrecked the 
reign of ex-King Manuel of Portugal. : 

The admirers of Mistinguette are legion. 
Every American tourist I have guided wants 
to meet her. Men lose their hearts—and 
heads—to her at sight. “Yet Mistinguette, 
the girl of the marvelous figure and of the 
thousand beautiful Zowns, was once a singer 
in a cheap music hall on the boulevards. 

I have always had a terribly hard time 
to keep my parties together when I have met 
and pointed out Mistinguette on the boule- 
vards. For it is on the boulevar@B that 
gooner or later vu meet the gepsational 
folks of the gay city. : 


I have ot ten been asked how I plan tours 


for the Paris boulevards and which are the 
most fascinating cafes, Well, 
is the most notorious place on the boule- 
vards. It, is a music hall, where you can see 
vaudeville acts of acrabats, trained animals, 
trick bicyclists and similar novelties, which 
would be hissed in~any one-horse town in 
the. states. And in the cellar below, is a 
huge dance hall. skip the muse hall, 


5 or any evening after the theatef. The 
dance hall is in truth a public market place. 
Frankly, it makes me sick every time I g0 
there, 80 1 usually send the enam par- 
ties in alone. 


The French boulevard flirt is always 


angling for an American man; he is rich 


and generous! She studies and copies the 
things he admires and frequents the places 
he prefers. -That is why there are always 
so many attractive girls at the Cafe de la 
Paix. A middle western American, who had 
made several millions in real estate, was 80 
enchanted by the, beauty of the pretty girls 
sitting at the tables in the Cafe de la Paix 
one night.I brought him there, that ~he 
couldn't decide which one he thought most 
beautiful, : 

I hardly ever take any of my parties 
along the Grands boulevards at night, except 
to Maxim's or 8 down in the Olym- 
pia dance hall. TSe-trme for the baulevards 
is during the afternoon at tea time, and at 
aperitif, or cocktail hour. If you are a tour- 
ist you will sit at one of the sidewalk tables 
at the Cafe de la Paix, order a cocktail, 
watch the other teurists about you, glance 
occasionally at the passers- -by, and you will 
think you have seen the boulevard life, 

If you are a tourist under my care, how- 
ever, you sit at the Cafe de la Paix about ten 
minutes only (somehow every American in- 


sists on doing at léast this) and then I hurry — 
you across the street, a little farther down, 


to the Cafe Neapolitan, which serves the 
best ice cream and the most generous por- 
tion, of “camomile”. in town. “Camomile” 
way the nickname given to brandy during 
tie war, when it was against the law to 
serve it except at certain hours. But dy 
~sking for “camomile” one could always Bet 
‘randy, and plenty of it, at the Neapolitan. 

The Cafe Neapolitan is opposite. the 
Vaudeville theater, where Max Dearly, the 
French matipee idol, was playing last sea- 
son in a French version of Nothing But Me 
Truth.“ It is the rendezvous of Parisian 
actors, playwrights, journalists, and many 
liberal statesmen. Before the day of type- 
writers the leading Parisian journalists and 
foreign newspaper correspondents used to 
write their articles at the tables of the Nea- 
politan. y 

I recall once how I quite startled the 
president of an eastern university when I 
told him we were sitting at the very table 
where Oscar Wilde used to meet some his 
intimate friends. He was surprised en I 
pointed out, in the same cafe, Pioch, the pic- 
turesque communist who not only looks like 
Balzac, but is said to talk and walk like 
him, and at another table the president of 
the chamber of deputies. He was arguing 
animatedly with two colleagues, but 
throughout the argument he was careful not 
to miss a movement made by a buxom blond 
who sat opposite. 

That la the way with all Frenchmen, And 
ne one seems to be more susceptible to the

He, Alexander Duval, the owner of twen-

are the Childs of Paris, is the recognized 
king of the boulevards. He is present at 
every first night performance, 
thority on horse racing and owns several 
high-powered automobiles, He is interview- 
ed by the Parisian reporters whenever a new 
singer, dancer or actress of supposed im- 
‘portance makes her debut on the French 
stage. He knows. intimately the private af - 
fairs of men and Women of repute, whether 
they be artists. stätesmen, financiers, scien- 
tists, or Courtesans, and he calls every 

maitre d'hotel (head waiter) and “garcon 
along the boulevards by his first name. 

Yet Duval never drinks. He orders min- 
oral water always and hands the rere 
five or ten-franc tip. 

Beyond the Cafe Neapolitan, f rther up 
on. thé boulevards, are dozens of other cafes 
and restaurants, but I find nothing espe- 
cially interesting in them and rarely convoy 
parties there. There is Margery’s, famous 
for its friend sole, and Taverne Pousset, 
where they serve a delicious “petite mar- 
mite,” but anyone who 
read all about them in any of the tourist 
books written about Paris. Their fame is 
Stale, and personally I find them a bft passe. 

Not so with the places at the other end of 
the boulevazds, on the elegant Rue Royale, 
which branches off from the boulévards at 
Place de la Madeleine. Here is Larue's, 
where the French gourmet, the _ epicure, 
dines. It is expensive, but anyoné who ap- 
preciates the difference between mere food, 
and food prepared by an expert, will find it 
worth While, much more so than Vignon’s, 
which charges 8 francs a person for hors 
d'oeuvres, and correspondingly exorbitant

No connoisseur ever goes to Vignon’ s; it 
became famous over night, not, for its cui-

trance. They hissed, booed and jeered at 
the fabulous prices until a wit in the crowd | 
said: 

“Bravo, Vignon@that’'s the way to get 
even with these rich foreigners. Make them 
pay. The Americans, they are millionaires.” 

Aud judging from the popularity of Vig- 
non’s, one would think that Americans, 
northern and southern, are millionaires. The 
more they are charged the better they seem 
to like it. Perhaps it is because they can 
then go back to their home towns and, with 
the pretext of complaining about how they 
were robbed by Parisian reStaurateurs, can 
really brag about the fabulous sums they 
spent, 

Maxim’s ig anothér high-priced elas on 
the Rue Royale, and, although there is noth- 
ing unusual in the food it serves, there are 
other compensations for its’ fancy pries. 
Amede, the most famous maitre d'hotel in 
the world, is known by repute in every cOs- 

opolitan city, and almost every town in the 
world can boast of a citizen who once was 
an habitue, even if only for a week, of 
Maxim's. Amede becomes furious whenever 
I speak slightingly of the cuisine = his 
place. 


“Mademoiselle, ca n' est pas vral (it is net. 
true),” and he shakes his finger at me. “You 
are mechanic (naughty) to say so. It ig only 
becguse you come here very late at night 
after you are all full and you do not feel 
like eating, that you say that. Why, you 
neyer come here for the Incheon time?
